[It would have given the Grand Secretary great pleasure if he could have 
represented all the Lodges that appointed him their proxy, but a resolution' 
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of the Grand Lodge of 1848, declares that no one individual can represent 
more than three Lodges at the same time, and as the appointment of those 
Lodges to which his name is affixed, wasl received anterior to the others, 
in courtesy to those Lodges, he felt it his duty to represent them. He begs 
leave to remind the Lodges that a resolution ofE1844, also declares 
that no proxy can transfer his proxy unless the power is given him by his 
principal. He hopes that this statement of the case will be satisfactory. ] 

The Grand Secretary submitted the following resolution 
which was adopted : 

Whereas, It is presumed that there are a number of tran- 
sient brethren in the city, who may be desirous to attend our 
meetings. Be it therefore, 

Resolved , That all such brethren of good standing are re- 
spectfully invited to attend the deliberations of this Grand 
Lodge, during the present communication. 

The M. W. Grand Master submitted his annual communica- 
tion, which was read, and Bros. Joseph Green, Wm. K. Blake, 
and William P. Taylor, were appointed the Committee to re- 
port upon the various subjects refered to in said Communication. 

Brethren: — Having performed our annual pilgrimage to 
this sacred temple, it becomes our first and most serious duty 
to offer up our sincere devotions to God, for the innumerable 
blessings enjoyed by us during another year. The auspices 
under which we have assembled to-night are of no discouraging 
character. ^ Peace and amity have pervaded “all our borders 
the progress of our principles has been onward, and onward, 
and we have been permitted to enjoy a degree of health without 
a parallel in our history. Every manifestation of Divine Prov- 
idence towards us has been of a most cheering character. Our 
Lodges have increased, our numbers have multiplied, and the 
standing of our membership is as unimpeachable as that of any 
other organization under the sun. 

It is with no affected pleasure that I record this to the honor 
of the fraternity in the Old North State. They are incontro- 
vertable proofs of the entire restoration of our Institution to 
public confidence. I well remember when this was otherwise. 
I well remember (and so do many of you) when the young 
apprentice to our art was long and anxiously watched with as 
much scrutiny, by parents and friends, as if he had entered 
into a league with sin and Satan for his own moral destruction. 
I remember too, when every church in the land (with, perhaps. 
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here and there a solitary exception) was arrayed in the general 
crusade against us. '"But, how changed the picture now ! The 
good, the virtuous and the pious are thronging our portals, 
swelling our numbers, and demonstrating to the world that ours 
is an Institution worthy of their highest regard. Ministers of 
our Holy Religion* are every where flocking into our Lodges, 
aiding by the divine precepts of that Gospel which they are 
commissioned to teach, in elevating man’s civilization through- 
out the habitable globe. Instead of an unholy warfare against 
an order whose sole object ever has been the amelioration of 
the human family’s condition, they are now zealously engaged 
in elevating a once unjustly persecuted Institution to that lofty 
eminence she so long and so justly occupied in her primitive 
purity. And be it said to the honor of Masonry, I never knew 
one of those holy men, who, after having been thoroughly in- 
doctrinated in our principles, our symbols, and ceremonies, that 
ever left us. On the contrary, every one that I have known, 
who has gone from this world, has meekly borne his Masonic 
insigna to the grave, and there received the last sad tokens of 
brotherly love from those whose affections he shared in life. 
And I rejoice to say there are hundreds and thousands now in 
our Lodges engaged in the same good work, that will go down to 
the tomb in the same armor, receive the same demonstration of 
respect, and a final admittance into the% sanctum sanctorum 
with those who had gone before them. These are some of the 
evidences of the increasing popularity of our cause. But no 
one could suppose that a class of men commissioned by High 
Heaven to prepare the way of the Lord, and to lead his 
people by a way they knew not, could do less than fully 
adopt a system, after having become acquainted with it, so 
intimately blended with that august command. They at once 
see and feel that the principles taught in our sanctuary are 
those that elevate the character/ of man, that tend to his moral 
improvement, that make him kind, affectionate, and useful, 
and, in this way, prepare him for the reception of those sublime 
truths which they are commanded to preach to every creature. 

The first subject to which, in your legislative capacity, I 
would direct your attention, is that one, that has so long shared 
your fiinc and attention, I allude to St. John’s College. I had 
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# the honor, on the 25th of June, (the 24th being Sunday,) of cal- 
ling the Grand Lodge together in Oxford and laying the corner 
stone, with Masonic ceremony, of this important edifice. The 
day, for the most of it, was pleasant, and the occasion an in- 
teresting one to us as a body of Masons. The craft with be- 
coming zeal gave up their business duties at home, and assem- 
bled from various sections of the State in such numbers as to 
inspire general confidence in the future success of a scheme for 
which they had so long and so assiduously labored. The Grand 
Chapter of the State, in their beautiful regalia, were present, 
and imparted additional interest to the occasion, besides .shew- 
ing to the world the abiding interest they felt in the ultimate 
success of this noble enterprise. The large assemblage num- 
bering several thousand, were address ed. by our Rev. Bro. 
Leonidas Smith, of Warrenton, in a speech so replete with 
good sense and incontrovertable argument, that I feel con- 
strained to recommend it to your favorable notice. ' 

It may not be amiss in me to say, in this* place, that I visited 
the Grand Chapter of the State at its last annual convocation 
and earnestly besought her to co-operate, as a body, with' us in 
rearing and permanently establishing St. John’s College. If my 
labors contributed in any degree to the adoption of the resolu- 
tion found on page 29 of the printed proceedings of that body 
giving annually their surplus funds to the College, I shall con- 
sider my time well spent. For the period is not distant when 
we may expect, important aid from this source. 

But, brethren, we are now just entering on the realities of a 
neA? field of labor, one in which few, if any of us, can consider * 
ourselves master workmen ; yet it is one that will require the 
most assiduous cultivation, and without it, one that will most 
assuredly run into the most ruinous desolation. Every man 
among us must work faithfully. Every officer and every agent 
that has access to our treasury must practice the most rigid 
economy, or we shall be plunged into a vortex of wide piping 
ruin from which Aye may never expect to escape. 

A proper system of disbursements ought to receive a share 
of your attention during the present session. It ayouIcL be a 
relief to those who have the making of contracts to know that 
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their engagements did not over-reach the wishes of the Grand * 
Lodge — the power for whom they were created to act. It 
would also furnish a guarantee to those disposed to give, that 
their donations would be used in a way, and according to rules 
which they could readily understand. Economy in our expen- 
ditures should always be the rule of our conduct, but never has 
it been so imperious as now. A failure in prosecuting this 
great work to a successful end, would, in an eminent degree, 
prove disastrous to all future Masonic enterprises in this 
State. 

In order to carry out the wishes of the Grand Lodge, I com- 
menced a correspondence with intelligent brethren in the west, 
early last winter, with the view to the appointment of a Grand 
Lecturer for that portion of the State. This spring one well 
recommended, Brother Murdock, of Salisbury, was appointed 
and commissioned. Brother Capeheart, of Murfreesborough, 
also recommended, by those every way competent to judge, 
was appointed for the eastern portion. Brother Dunldey occu- 
pied the same position he did last year. From each of these 
functionaries you will doubtless receive satisfactory reports at 
the proper time. 

In another part of this address, I have alluded to the pros- 
perity of the order in this jurisdiction ; and it is prosperous, 
there have been fifteen new Lodges organized under dispensa- 
tion during the present year, the names and locations of which 
will be given you by the Grand Secretary in his annual report. 
We numbered one hundred and two working Lodges at the 
close of our last session, having an aggregate membership of 
about four thousand “all good and true,” according to the re- 
ports received from subordinate Lodges. Let us pause for a 
moment and enquire is this strictly true ? Are there no ex- 
ceptions to the high character of our members, implied by these 
reports? We hope not, yet we fear there may be some, 
here^nd there one who- is not “obeying the moral law,” as 
taught in our ritual. No good Mason desires it should be so, 
but he occasionally finds it is so, and his heart sickens and sinks 
within him when he hears a Mason taking the “name of God in 
vain ;” when he sees him plunging into the deadly hilarities of 
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the intoxicating wine cup, and when he sees him in the panoply 
of a “just and upright Mason” at the gaming table. We ought 
to see more to these things and when we discover our members 
indulging in such practices we ought to “admonish, reprove and 
exhort” them, until we are relieved of all appearance of these 
reproaches. Then and not until then will we present ourselves 
to an admiring wo^ld, justly entitled to the appellation of Free 
and Accepted Masons. As before said, our position is an exalted 
one, and one that every Mason has reason to be proud of, and 
one that every Lodge ought, at least, to feel bound to maintain. 
They certainly ought to endeavor to “preserve inviolate the 
reputation of the order,” more than to cultivate the good feeling 
of a single member, who is living knowingly, in open violation 
of long established laws. In an age so enlightened as this, 
with a code of moral ethics to which the world has free acess, 
it would be regarded as ridiculous mockery to pretend to so 
much morality, if it is to be disregarded in the daily practice 
of our lives. 

In examining the returns of subordinate Lodges last year, 
it will be seen that nine old Lodges failed to make their annual 
returns. Of this number several have failed for three years or 
more. It is thought to be inexpedient to give their names at 
the present time, as causes which they could not control may 
have produced this failure. Their names and location will be 
given whenever the Grand Lodge commences investigating their 
failures. 

Intimately connected with this subject and probably never 
more apropos than the present time will be a revision of our 
Lodge numbers. Consulting our list of Lodges one would sup- 
pose we had at our last communication one hundred and sixty 
working Lodges, as has been already stated. This is sixty 
more than we had. 

The practice of numbering Lodges is comparatively of mod- 
ern date, and was adopted for a two-fold purpose, viz : privity 
of origin and numerical strength. Seniority in number entitles 
Lodges to privileges with which most of them are unwilling to 
part. The strength of a Grand Lodge jurisdiction is readily 
ascertained both at home and abroad by this simple process, 
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and should as far as practicable present a truthful record. It 
was with these views that old numbers, or numbers of demised 
Lodges were taken two years ago and prefixed to the charters of 
Lodges just then emerging into existence, and not, as I well 
know, from any ‘desire on the part of the grand officer who did 
it, to inflict, even !an apparent injury on any Lodge of older 
date. The governing motive in the Grtanc^ Lodge in passing 
the resolution requiring subordinate Lodges to furnish the dates 
of their respective charters on their annual returns had its 
origin in a desire, on the part of a number of brethren, to cor- 
rect the evil now adverted to. I would, therefore, suggest the 
propriety of an immediate adjustment of this perplexing ques- 
tion. I am fully aware of the difficulties that encumber it, and 
am as fully satisfied that there is integrity enough in the Grand 
Lodge to dispense equal justice to all. Unless we engage in 
the investigation and discussion with proper feelings, with be- 
coming regard for the opinions and feelings of those who may 
differ from us, we shall fail in accomplishing our object. Other 
Grand Lodges have engaged in the same work, some have given 
up the subject without accomplishing any thing, a few have 
effected the. object in view. 

It is known to most of you that two important Committees 
were appointed at the last session of the Grand Lodge who are 
expected to report during the present communication. One on 
our Masonic history, the other on revision of our Constitution 
and By-Laws. There are no two subjects within the scope of 
our legislative duties that ought to claim a more dispassionate 
consideration at our hands than these two. They are vital 
% questions (one of them at least) and require the most serious 
and deliberate counsels to conduct us to profitable conclusions. 

We have not had a Grand Communication for many years, 
that something has not been said and written about difficulties 
among our brethren in Hew York and Louisiana. It affords 
ine^pleasure to announce to the Grand Lodge a happy ^settle- 
ment of all the troubles in the latter State. In the former, 
there is still discord, disunion and insubordination. We have 
repeatedly defined ourselves in relation to these deplorable 
schisms, and I see no reason for altering our position, or re- 
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tracting anything avo liave said in relation to those bodies of 
Masons, so universally acknowledged as spurious. 

I presume most of you have some knowledge of a plan of 
confederation, first recommended, by a Convention of Ma- 
sons, held in Lexington, Ky., in 1853, which convened in 
Washington City last January. The Convention declare 
their purpose to be - that “ of establishing a unity of in- 
terest among the Grand Lodges of the United Strtes.” A 
copy of the Proceedings of the Convention, with the articles of 
confederation, are on file among my papers, and can be consul- 
ted by the authorized agents of the Grand Lodge, or by those 
whose curiosity may lead them to do so. The plan to my 
mind is both ineffectual and inoperative. It seeks to create an 
organization without any head to control it, or even the form 
of a body. Even if it could exist ai?d operate as proposed by 
the Convention, the delay necessarily incurred in its operations 
would soon bring it into disuse. 

Having said so much on our public duties, I must bring this 
address to a close by reminding you, and calling your attention 
to some of a fraternal or associate character. I hav.e heard 
the taunt that Masons are less attentive, and less benevolent to 
members of their own order, than were members of some other 
societies to their members. So far as my observation has gone, 
the allegation is unfounded, except probably in this way. Our 
members are probably less diligent in seeking out those who are 
subjects of the most withering mental anguish from pecuniary 
embarrassment. It appears evident to my mind that we might 
in this way find many worthy objects of our charity ; and by a ' 
little timely aid exemplify a cardinal virtue, long an ornament 
to our Institution. Masonry never has been the herald of her 
own deeds of benevolence, and I rejoice that she, has not, but 
she has, in the ample relief it has been her fortune to bestow, 
pursued that rule dictated by divine wisdom of witholding from 
the left hand a knowledge 'of the good deeds of the rights — 
While I acknowledge these facts in their broadest application, 

I have often thought, that great virtue, “relief,” might be 
practiced more in life, and as a consequence, leave fewer 
widows and orphans to be provided for by those, whom an 
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affectionate husband and a fond father had left behind. I am 
persuaded in my own mind, that if our system of association, 
our rules and regulations, as promulgated, and handed down 
by the patriarchs and fathers of the order, were now as rigidly 
applied as they were in those days, a bankrupt Mason would 
be an anomaly amongst us. These views are submitted with 
no other object than that of calling attention to a subject that 
may have been too much neglected. We cannot be too' partic- 
ular in the discharge of those great moral and social duties 
that unite us as a band of brothers. Much has been given us, 
and much will be required at our hands. W e should ever re- 
member that great virtue so beautifully illustrated in that 
striking emblem which Jacob saw extending from earth to 
heaven. There the one was lost in sight, the other in fruition, 
but there was yet another, # that never, never dies — but will 
exist forever, to the boundless realms of eternity. This virtue has 
power to eradicate sectional prejudice, party distinctions, and 
sectarian exclusiveness. It cannot witness the sigh of the 
pennyless widow, the faltering plea of unsupplied age, nor the 
falling tears and outstreatcLed arms of infant orphanage in 
woe, without an effort to relieve. Thus brethren have I attempted 
in a feeble and desultory manner to call your attention to a few 
of those principles that elevate, that adorn, and that beautify 
our nature. They must be cultivated if we expect to become 
good Masons. They must be practiced if we expect to convene 
in that eternal Grand Lodge above where the Supreme Architect 
of the universe forever and ever presides.

The Historical Committee made their report, which was read 
and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful 6r. M. and Officers and Members of the 
G r L . of North Carolina : 

The Chairman of the Committee on the history of Masonry, 
respectfully reports : That he has been successful in obtaining 
printed copies of the Proceedings of the G. L. for the years, 
1811, 14, 15, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 80, 31, 32, 
33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 39, 40, 41, 42, 44, 45, 47, 48, 49, 50, 51, 
52, 53, 54. 

The numbers missing from 1811, are 1812, 13, 16, 17, 23, 
24, 38, 43 and 46. These and the numbers preceding 1811, 
or else the original records, are abselutely necessary to be had. 

To perform the task according to my conception of its im- 
portance, it will be necessary first, to have before the writer, 
the proceedings in full. Then, if practicable, a few days 
should be spent amongst the older Lodges, at such points as 
Edenton, Halifax, Washington, Newbern, Hillsboro’, Raleigh 
and Wilmington. And to facilitate the work, some brother at 
each of those points, and at others not enumerated, such as 
Salisbury, &c., should be assigned the task of compiling a his- 
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tory of those respective Lodges. Should the Chairman for the 
ensuing year, whoever he may be, make a tour of the older 
Lodges, it might be well to keep in mind, the utility of visiting 
when possible, the former homesteads of our departed Past 
Officers. These suggestions arc made, as the result of the 
reflection I have devoted to the subject, and may aid him 
who may be appointed to supply niy place during the next 
year, for I have been acting under* the belief that the ap- 
pointment is temporary, and hope my successor will do more 
than I have been able to do. At the same time, I will cheer- 
fully continue a co-laborer, and will endeavor to furnish bio- 
graphical sketches of any prominent deceased Mason, or sketch 
the history of any individual Lodges that may be assigned.

Lodge was organized and constituted, and remained in existence 
until several years ago, when the same was forfeited by reason 
of the members of said Lodge failing to hold their regular meet- 
ings, elect officers, make regular annual returns, and pay up 
their annual fees, as they, by the Constitution and By-Laws of 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, were required to do. 

To the end by thd revival thereof, that they may be restored 
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to all their rights, privileges, property, furniture and jewels ; 
and be empowered and authorized to meet as a regular Lodge 
in the town of Halifax, and to be called and known as the 
Royal White Hart Lodge, No. 2 ; of which the said Lodge were 
possessed and invested with, called and known by the name and 
number of. 

And that by such power and authority they may meet and 
hold their regular meetings, transact and discharge in a consti- 
tutional manner, their Masonic duties, according to the forms 
of the order, and the rules and regulations of the Grand Lodge. 

Your petitioners further represent, that they have chosen and 
elected, and do recommend brother Charles N. Webb, W M ; 
brother A Y Russel, S W ; and brother W W Daniel, jr, J W 
of said Lodge upon its revival. 

The prayer of our petition being granted, we promise strict 
conformity to the ancient land marks of the order, and the rules 
and regulations of the Grand Lodge.

The Committee on the Grand Master’s Communication, made 
their report, which was adopted : 

To the M. W. Cf. Master , Officers and Brethen of the Gf. L. of 
North Carolina: 

The Committee to whom was referred the Annual- Communi- 
cation of the M W G Master, with the duty to designate the 
appropriate Committees to whom its several subjects should be 
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referred, ask leave to report, that they have had the same under 
% consideration, and submit the following, for the adoption of the 
Grand Lodge. 

The Committee unite with the M. W. G. Master in congrat- 
ulating the Grand Lodge upon the general prosperity of the 
craft throughout the State, and with great cordiality recom- 
mend the high moral tone of our M. W. G. Master’s address 
to the careful consideration of the brethren. 

Believing that the progress and present condition of St. 
John’s College is a matter of vital importance to the Grand 
Lodge, and of general interest to the craft, we, recommend that 
a special Committee of three be appointed to report at this 
communication, in reference to the present condition and future 
prospects of said College. The Committee likewise recommend 
that the -subject of a r evision of our Lodge members be referred 
to a special Committee of three, and that said Committee bo 
requested to report at an early period of this Communinafion 
as practicable. ^ 

In reference to the “National Masonic Convention,” held at 
Washington City, D. C., on the 3d and 4th of Jantiary, 1855, 
and the articles of confederation adopted by said Convention, 
and recommended to the Grand Lodges of the United States 
for their sanction, we recommend that the whole subject be 
referred to a special committee of three. 

There are many subjects of general interest set forth in the 
Communication of our M. W. G. Master, to which your Com- 
mittee heartily subscribe, and which they take pleasare in 
commending to the attention and consideration of the brethren, 
but do not regard them as demanding any special action of this 
Grand Lodge at the present Communication.

To the Most W or shipful, the Grand Lodge of North Carolina , 
at its Annual Communication in the City of Raleigh, on the 
3 d day of December, 1855. 

The officers and members of Phoenix Lodge, No. 8, most, 
respectfully petition the Grand Lodge against allowing younger 
Lodges to outrank her in number. 

. Masonry flourished in Fayetteville before the creation of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, by virtue of a Dispensation 
from the Grand Lodge of Scotland, under the name of “ Union 
Lodge.” In 1788 a communication of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina was held in Fayetteville, at which u Union 
Lodge” as a name was expunged, and “ Phoenix Lodge” was 
substituted ; under which name, and by virtue of a Dispensa- 
tion from this Most Worshipful Grand Lodge, the craft contin- 
ued to practice Masonic Rites until 1793, in which year the 
Dispensation was returned, and a Charter w T as granted to 
Phoenix Lodge, No. 8, at which time she had sixty members — 
amongst whom were John and James Porterfield, John Winslow, 
William B. Grove, ,and the subsequently distinguished Chief 
Justice of North Carolina, John Louis Taylor, to whose talents, 
influence and exertion, in a great measure, may be ascribed, 
the compilation and adoption of a Constitution for the Grand 
Lodge, in 1797. 

They further represent, that from 1793 until the present 
time — a period of sixty two y$ars — Phoenix Lodge has been a 
zealous, active and continuous worker in the cause of Free and 
ancient Masonry ; and upon her initiation roll may be found 
the names of good and great men, among whom are William 
Duffy, Gen. Edmund P. Gains, Hon. W m. R. King, Hon. 
Robert Strange, and a host of others, who in more humble 
spheres, have acted well their parts in the great drama of life, 
and have passed from labor on earth and entered upon that rest 
which awaits the faithful. 

During the sixty two years of the existence of Phcenix Lodge, 
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there have been days and nights when her light was well nigh 
extinguished, but her members, animated by love and venera- 
tion for her* antiquity , have rushed to her rescue, and now her 
lamp burns with a clear and steady flame, and sheds true Ma- 
sonic light upon the pathway of the good and worthy. 

They further represent that the decay of jive out of the seven 
Lodges that were chartered previous to her, has never been a 
source of joy. On the contrary, she has deplored, as a calam- 
ity, the cause which swept from existence so many of her well 
beloved and elder sisters, and has abstained from aspiring to 
their rank and number. Yet she has ever felt and now feels 
that common justice, Masonic usage, and the truth of history, 
forbid that a Lodge of last year’s creation, should seemingly, 
either in age or number, outrank one that has labored faithfully 
and zealously in the Masonic cause for two-thirds of a century. 
A Lodge, that, under the escort of the Hon. John D. Toomer, 
was honored by the visit of Lafayette, the companion of Wash- 
ington and the friend of liberty and equality to every land. 

To her seniors, Phcenix Lodge feels profoundly attached, 
from a recollection of their early labors and united triumphs.; — 
To her juniors, she extends cheerfully, a truly fraternal hand ; 
but to neither can she relinquish her own birth right, or pre- 
cedence which the antiquity of her origin now gives, her. The 
names and the memory of her departed dead — her first born 
sons to the lights of Masonry — forbid it, and call upon her to 
pray that the Grand Lodge may reconsider the whole subject, 
and Phoenix Lodge prays that this appeal may be spread upon 
the minutes of this Most Worshipful Grand Lodge ; and in con- 
clusion, prays that the whole subject be referred to a special 
committee, to report to the present Communication of this Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge.

Bro. James Banks submitted the annexed resolution, which 
was read and adopted : 

Whereas, The report from Taylor Lodge, No. 144, seems 
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to be informal, whereas, this report is referred by the Committee 
on Credentials to the Grand Lodge ; and, whereas M. W. De- 
puty, G. M. Taylor, vouches that J. 'N. Mann is W. M., of 
Taylor Lodge, No. 144. Therefore, 

Resolved , That Bro. Mann be admittted to the Grand Lodge 
and be allowed to represent his Lodge. 

The report of the Special Committee on the petition of 
Phoenix Lodge, No. 8, Fayetteville, was read and adopted : 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee to whom was referred the petition of Phoenix 
Lodge, No. 8, against allowing younger Lodges to outrank her 
in numbers, beg leave respectfully to report : 

That they have had the subject under consideration, and have 
examined the whole question carefully, and as thoroughly as 
the limited time would allow. They find that, at the annual 
Communication of this Grand Lodge in 1853, the numbers 4, 5 
and 6 were assigned to three Lodges that were chartered at that 
Communication. These numbers were previously assigned to 
Lodges which had become dormant and were consequently 
stricken off of the roll of this Grand. Lodge. We presume that 
the idea had never arisen in the minds of those officers of this 
Grand Lodge who assigned these numbers to “ Chalmers,’ ’ 
u White ville,” and “Mt. Carmel” Lodges, that by thus filling 
up the numbers that had been assigned to old Lodges now be- 
come dormant, precedence would be given to those Lodges that 
had been recently chartered — and that too over Lodges that 
had been in existence over a half a century. Had this been the 
case, we presume the difficulty would not have arisen within 
this Grand jurisdiction. 

To your committee there is a manifest impropriety in grant- 
ing precedence to young Lodges over those of older date, not 
only from the fact that it is opposed to reason, but to all Ma- 
sonic usage, so far as we have been able to ascertain, the, ancient 
customs of our fraternity. To a Lodge that has borne the heat 
and burden of the day, when Masonry was considered of no 
account and all Masons were looked upon with suspicion if not 
distrust, it is certainly a matter of great grievance to see her- 
self outranked by a younger Lodge, her seniority disowned and 
her services in the cause ignored and forgotten. 
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We find that whenever this question has arisen, both in this 
country and in Great Britain, that the weight of authority, nay 
almost the entire Masonic authority, is decidedly opposed to 
either pushing up the number of Lodges already chartered » 
whenever any become dormant, or to filling up the vacant 
numbers with the names of Lodges newly chartered. 

Your committee, having carefully examined .the papers ac- 
companying the petition of Phoenix Lodge, No. 8, as well as 
availing themselves of other sources of information, feel con- 
strained to embody in their report the following extract from 
the letter of Bro. B. B. French, Past Grand Master of the 
Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia, whose zeal in the 
cause of Masonry and whose extensive information in the usa- 
ges of the fraternity are well known throughout the country. 

“Nothing can be clearer than that the oldest Lodge in any Ma- 
sonic jurisdiction, is entitled to No. 1. . If that Lodge becomes 
dormant, then No. 2 is oldest, and it would be wrong to create a 
new Lodge and give it No. 1. It would not only be doing injus- 
tice to No. 2, but it might be depriving the dormant Lodge of a 
privilege that has often been granted within my own knowledge, 
of resuscitation/’ 

The opinions of other distinguished brethren in other States 
and the action of the Grand Lodges of England and Scotland, 
have been placed before your committee, but they do not deem 
it necessary to pursue the subject farther, as it must be evident 
to every one that justice to the old Lodges and a proper regard 
for Masonic customs, forbid the adoption of the practice which 
your committee feel confident was initiated more through mis- 
take or oversight, than from any idea of committing this Grand 
Lodge to a custom that would be the constant cause of distur- 
bances and clashing between subordinate Lodges. 

Your committee, therefore, recommend that the prayer of 
the petition be granted. 

They also recommend that the petition of Phoenix Lodge, ac- 
companying this report, be embodied in the proceedings of this 
Grand Lodge. 

They further recommend that there be a thorough revision of

The Report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence 
lias been printed, and is at hand for your perusal. 

In October last I transmitted a form of Returns for the sub- 
ordinate Lodges, together with a form for the representation of 
delegates, which I presume will be used for that purpose. 

Applications have been made for the Constitution and Ry- 
Laws of tlie Grand Lodge, but there being but a very small 
number on hand, I was unable to supply those demands. 

I was directed by the Printing and Publishing Committee to 
have a thousand" copies of the last proceedings printed, which 
was accordingly done, and I furnished the Lodges of this juris- 
diction, the Grand Lodges in correspondence with this Grand 
Lodge, and the Trustees of St. John’s College, (when their res- 
idence could be ascertained) with the usual supply of copies ; 
■which I presume have been received by these bodies. I have the 
pleasure to state that I have received the proceedings of thirty 
of our sister Grand Lodges, and the proceedings of the Grand 
Chapters of Ohio and Indiana, and some other documents,* which 
are ready for the Committee who may be appointed to examine 
and report on those proceedings at the proper time. 

In the month of May last, the members of Wake Forest 
Lodge, No. 97, asked and obtained permission to remove their 
Lodge from its former location to Dunnsville, that Lodge 
complying with the requirements of the Grand Lodge in case 
of removals.

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The Grand Lecturer’s Report was read and adopted : 

Most Worshipful, Q, H. Jordan , Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Masons of North Carolina : 

During the past Masonic year I had the pleasure of visiting 
and instructing # the following Lodges, viz: Hiram, No. 98 ; 
Wentworth, No. Ill; Holly Spring, No. 115^ Logan, No. 
121 ; Dan River, No. 129 ; Leaksville, No. 186 ; Cane Creek, 
No. 142; Palmyra, No. 147; Winston, No. 159; and the 
Lodges at Kernersville, Forsythe County, and Townsville, Gran- 
ville County, working under dispensations. 

Although most of these Lodges were deficient in the work, 
and the lectures, in the several degrees, yet I found among the 
brethren great zeal in the cause of Masonry, and much desire 
for instruction, and it gives me pleasure to say, that many of 
them were apt to learn, and “ received the truth in the love of 
it ;” my intercourse with the brethren has been very pleasant; 
we have “ met on the level, acted by the plumb, and parted on 
the square.” 

I regret that unforeseen and unavoidable events have pre- 
vented me from visiting Lodges, No. 59, 64, 95, 100, 131, 185, 
and 155, all of which have solicited my services. Should my 
appointment be renewed, I will give these Lodges my earliest 
attention. 

So far as my information extends, the march of Masonry 
throughout the State is u onward,” and I believe the time is 
not far distant, when the brethren all; will not only understand 
the ancient landmarks and outlines of our time-honored institu- 
tion, but will be proficient in the lectures of the several degrees. 

The “ Temple of Masonry” bears on its front the impress of 
an Almighty Builder ; the tide of time has dashed its waves 
against its walls in vain ; the storms of persecution have passed 
over it with harmless fury ; the shafts of malice have fallen 
innoxious at its threshold ; the assaults of its foes have ended in 
their own discomfiture.

The report of the President of the Board of Trustees of Saint 
John's College was read and adopted : 

In obedience to a resolution of the Grand Lodge, requiring 
the Trustees of St, John’s College to report annually their acts 
and proceedings, they beg leave to submit the follow report : 

At the last meeting of the Grand Lodge, it was determined 
that St. John’s College should be built, and the Trustees were 
directed to proceed to make contracts for the erection of such 
buildings as are necessary. In furtherance of this resolve, an 
early meeting of the Board was called to adopt a plan for said 
Building, and several competent architects were invited to sub- 
mit plans. A plan submitted by Mr. W. G. Butler of Ports- 
mouth, Va., was selected and an order was made for advertising 
for sealed propbsals for the erection of the building according 
to said plan and specifications to an adjourned meeting of the 
Board. 

.Notices of both meetings were published in several of the 
newspapers of the State (and in one or more in Virginia as to 
the proposals) earnestly requesting a full attendance of the 
Trustees, but we regret to report that with but a single excep- 
tion, the whole responsibility devolved upon the Trustees, resi- 
dent in the county of Granville, and they were left without the 
co-operation and aid of the members of the Board in other 
parts of the State, both in the selection of the plan and the 
contract for the building. We beg leave to suggest that the 
failure of attendance upon the part of the Trustees at a dis- 
tance, while it withholds much material aid to those who have 
been forced to take the entire responsibility in the proceedings 
of the Board, greatly militates against the prosperity and pro- 
gress of the enterprize. 

It is natural for those in the vicinity of the College who are 
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not of tlie fraternity to be impressed with the feasibility of the 
scheme, when they see persons of position and influence from a 
distance among them, working for the accomplishment of this 
great object of benevolence and learning, and by their presence 
and co-operation give confidence in the success of the. work (as 
it will do) to both citizens and brethren. So their absence and 
want of encouragement must create doubt and mistrust. It 
only requires that each member of the Board should feel that 
he has a part in the work, and that to that extent, must in a 
great measure depend the success of the enter prize, and with a 
punctual attendance of the Trustees upon the annual and other 
important meetings of the Board, this great monument to the 
principles of Masonry will be erected. 

At the meeting last referred to, the proposals were opened, 
and the Board then present, determined their duty to be to 
carry out the action of the Grand Lodge, and thereupon made 
a contract with John Berry of Orange county, for the masonry, 
at the price of $11,106, and with J. IV. Holt of Warren 
county, for the wood work at the sum of $11,894, making in 
the aggregate the sum of $22,500. 

The Board were extremely anxious to make the contract 
within the limit of the resolution of the Grand Lodge, and in 
their deliberations, said limit was looked to as a guide, but as 
there were no proposals of a smaller amount than those of Messrs. 
Berry & Holt, they decided to accept their proposals upon cer- 
tain condition, that certain alterations greatly enlarging the 
original plan of the building, were acceeded to by them. Which 
alterations being agreed to, the contract between them (separately) 
and the Trustees was entered into for the completion of the 
work with ample security on the part of the contractors. The 
building is 122 feet by 40 feet ; the centre 63 feet, is four stories 
and a basement ; contains 58 dormitories ; a chapel 40 feet by 
60 feet ; four recitation rooms ; two society rooms and s other 
rooms for chemical and other purposes. 

The plan, together with the specifications of the building, is 
herewith submitted for the further information of the Grand 
Lodge, which for elegance and taste in its architecture, and 
comfort and convenience in its arrangements, we doubt not will 
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meet the entire approbation of the friends of the Institution. 

On the anniversary of the nativity of St. John the Baptist, 
the corner stone of the College edifice was laid, and an oration 
delivered by Bro. L. L. Smith of Warrenton, to a very large 
assemblage. His address, in pamphlet form, has been promised 
by the publishers to be ready for distribution at this time. It 
will repay every one for its perusal who appreciates the cause 
of education and the principles of Masonry. 

By reference to the Treasurer’s Report it will be seen that 
the sum of $5,598 41 has been paid out, and that in cash and 
bonds there remains in his hands the sum of $2,054 06. This 
does not include subscriptions in other forms, which are of a 
very considerable amount, in the hands of the agent. The 
Board continued Bro. E. C. Maynard as an agent — employed 
Bro. L. A. Baseball as agent for Granville county, and hope to 
secure the services of Bro. S. S. Bryant as an agent. 

The plan of agencies, in the persons of talented, efficient and 
zealous members of the order, is confidently believed to be 'the 
best means of success — the agents to operate as well without as 
within the State. 

By reference to the Reports of the Treasurer and our agent 
and the value of the College premises, the Grand Lodge will 
see the amount of the means of the College. In addition to 
this, there are thirty -five desirable lots set apart near the Col- 
lege building, from which we hope to realize a handsome sum. 

In conclusion, we beg to suggest that the present is an auspi- 
cious time to push along the work. That the Masons of North 
Carolina can accomplish the work there is no doubt. 

It will be an Institution that will have no rival, and in its 
great feature of charity, no equal. It commends itself to Ma- 
sons everywhere. Respectfully submitted.

O. H. Jordan, G. M.: 

Dear Sir and Brother : — At the List Communication of 
the Grand Lodge, I was given some subscriptions to collect in 
favor of St. John’s College. ' At that time I was traveling very 
extensively in this District, and I did not entertain the least 
doubt but that I should be able to-do something for said Col- 
lege, but early in the spring vfe met with such heavy losses in 
our business that we were compelled to settle up our affairs, 
and- in doing so, I have not only been prevented from visiting 
the most of the Lodges that I had subscriptions against, but 
have lost all that I have been working hard for, for years, and 
am now left comparatively pcnnyless. I have collected only $140, 
as follows : From Perquimans Lodge, $100, from Bro. Xader 
Biggs $25, Bro. Willis J. Cohoon $10 and Bro. John Boothe $5. 

I have also sent by our Representative $10 to pay the first 
instalment on my note. I have addressed a letter to each of

those Lodges that I could not visit, but have heard from none 
of them except Conoho Lodge, who informed me that they 
wished my services to lecture their Lodge, as soon as I could 
possibly attend, and they would then pay their subscription.

Most Worthy Sir and Brother: — As the Masonic year is 
now rapidly drawing to a close, it is my duty to render an 
account of my proceedings to you, since I had the honor of 
receiving from you the appointment of Grand Lecturer for the 
Western district of North Carolina. 

Since May last, I have had the pleasure of instructing the fol- 
lowing Lodges, viz : Kilwinning, No. 64; Western Star, No. 91 ; 
Mt. Hermon, No. 118 ; Palestine, No. 120 ; Junaluskee, No. 145. 
I have also visited Carolina Lodge, No. 141. 

Wherever I have visited, I have at all times, in my inter- 
course with the Brethren, been treated with the utmost kindness 
and fraternal regard, and have been much pleased with the zeal 
and ardent desire for instruction exhibited by the Brethren, 
every one asking eagerly for “more light.” I vegret, exceed- 
indly, that my intercourse with the Lodges has been so limited. 
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although I have responded to every call made for my services. 
As far as my observation bas extended Masonry seems to be in 
a flourishing condition, the Lodges constantly making accessions 
to their numbers of such men as will be found on trial to be 
“true and trusty.” 

I am sorry that it is entirely out of my power to attend the 
communication of the Grand Lodge, as I had anticipated much 
delightful communion with my Brethren on that occasion, but 
my business engagements have rendered it impossible for me 
to be with you.

The Committee on the Masonic Library, proposed to be pub- 
lished by brother Robert Morris, of Kentucky, made their 
report, which was read and adopted, and the Grand Secretay 
was directed to purchase one copy of thk same, the best library 
edition. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee on the Masonic Library, proposed to be pub- 
lished by brother R. Morris, beg leave to submit the following 
report, viz : 

That they have long been of opinion that the spread of un- 
adulterated Masonic light is vital to the very existence of an- 
cient Freemasonry, and that is very essential to the craft in 
this State in particular. But from whence shall this light pro- 
ceed, the question ma^ be asked ; your Grand Master and your 
committee on Masonic law, usages and customs to whom we 
look for light, are without the means of procuring the standard 
works on Masonry, and if they do, they are printed in some 
unknown tongue. By our Constitution, the Grand Master may 
preside, grant dispensations and shall have other powers and 
perform such other duties as are incident to his office. But yet, 
questions of Masonic law, often of an intricate and perplexing 
character, may be referred to him or to a committee, and much 
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mischief might follow an erroneous doctrine. Then where shall 
he or they go for light to direct him in the old paths. No mean* 
of information is in our reach ; however, we believe it is time 
that we, as a member of the great Masonic family, should pro* 
vide the remedy for this deficiency. The solution of the ques- 
tion we have asked will be found in the Masonic library, pro- 
posed to be published by Bro. Robert Morris — in the language of 
one of our sister Grand Lodges, “we believe the diffusion of 
this light now shining clearer and abundant to be of incalculable 
importance to the craft,” in a word we believe that the true solu- 
tion to the great query stated above is the dissemination of Ma- 
sonic literature. This will establish in the hearts of the broth- 
erhood a basis upon which the ancient edifice can be securely 
left. 

The claims of our common country, humanity and the inter- 
ests of Freemasonry call upon us here in the good old North 
State, for the dissemination of Masonic literature, which is 
synonomous with Masonic light, as so many of the young and 
ardent are crowding to the Masonic Altar, and a pure Masonic 
literature should lay open to them the Masonic treasures that 
comes down from olden time and prepares them for life, duty in 
an age of stirring, mental activity. We could say much more 
upon this point Jbut deem it unnecessary, only to submit the 
following resolution, to-wit : 

Resolved , That the “Universal Masonic Library,” now being 
published by Bro. Robert Morris, is the great Masonic enterprize 
of the age, and that its general circulation among the subordinate 
Lodges and individual members of the fraternity throughout this 
State, is calculated to do more for the dissemination of Masonic 
light and knowledge and the consequent elevation of the standard 
of pure morality and correct Masonic work and practice than any 
other enterprize that has come fo the knowledge of the Grand 
Lodge.

That they fully concur with the views expressed by the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, that “the plan is both ineffectual 
and inappropriate,” and recommend t at it be not adopted by 
this Grand Lodge.

Bro. James Banks submitted the following resolution, which 
was read and adopted, whereupon the Grand Master appointed 
Bros. Z. M. Paschall, James T. Littlejohn and T. L. Hargrove 
the Committee for the aoove purpose. a 

Whereas, Individuals and Lodges have contributed and paid 
to St. John’s College, money, which from the fact that the 
former Treasurer did not report to the G. L., does not appear 
in the printed Proceedings, It is therefore 

Resolved , That a Committee be appointed to inquire and 
report to the next session of this G. L., the whole amount of 
money contributed and paid to the Treasurer of St. John’s Col- 
lege, and by whom. 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence was called up, when 
said report was adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence ask leave to make 
the following Report : This Grand Lodge has received the 
fraternal salutations of the following Grand Lodges, during the 
past year, that is to say : Virginia, New York, Pennsylvania, 
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Maryland, Louisiana, Georgia, Kentucky, Illinois, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, South Carolina, Mississippi, New Jersey, 
Maine, Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, Vermont, Delaware, 
Florida, Missouri, Indiana, Iowa, Wisconsin, District of Colum- 
bia, Minnesota, Michigan, Texas, California, and Canada West, 
From these proceedings the craft is in a prosperous condition, 
showing but little in the most of our sister jurisdictions, that 
would require at the hands of this Grand *Lodge an opinion of 
Masonic jurisprudence. It has also received the proceedings of 
the “ National Masonic Convention held, at Washington City, 
D. C., on the third and fourth of January, 1855.” Appended 
to these proceedings is a resolution of that body, “respectfully 
soliciting the early notice of the Grand Lodges to the plan of 
confederation as presented. ” This Convention was only rep- 
resented by the following Grand Lodges, viz : Maryland, Ala- 
bama, New York, Michigan, Minnesota, California and District 
of Columbia, Which adopted the following articles of confed- 
eration : 

Article 1 . All matters of difficulty that may hereafter 
arise in any Grand Lodge, or, between two or more Grand" 
Lodges, of the United States, which cannot by their own action, 
be satisfactorily adjusted, or disposed of, shall, if the importance 
of the case, or the common welfare of the Fraternity demand it, 
be submitted, with accompanying evidence and documents of the 
several Grand Lodges, in their individual capacities ; and the 
concurrent decision thereon of two-thirds of the whole number, 
officially communicated, shall be held authoritative, binding, 
and final on all parties concerned. 

Article 2. When any matter of difficulty shall arise in any 
Grand Lodge belonging to this confederacy, between such Grand 
Lodge and its subordinates, of a revolutionary or other charac- 
ter, it shall be submitted, as prescribed in Article 1st, upon the 
request or direction of the Grand Lodge in which the same may 
have occurred. 

Article 3. When a difficulty shall have occurred between 
two or more Grand Lodges, of the character mentioned in Ar- 
ticle 1st, it shall be so submitted upon the request or direction 
of either of the Grand Lodges immediately interested therein. 
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Article 4. Any member of the confederacy shall have the 
right to submit to the several members of the same, any question 
of Masonic jurisprudence, or Masonic action, contemplated 
within its own jurisdiction, which may be deemed by it of suffi- 
cient importance, to call for the united opinions of the members 
thereof ; and in all such cases, the like action shall be had by 
the said Grand Lodges, as is herein provided in other cases, and 
the decision thereupon shall be conclusive. 

Article 5. Each Grand Lodge belonging to this confede- 
racy, shall take action upon the matter so submitted to it, and 
make a decision thereupon at its first Annual Communication, 
after the evidence and documents relating thereto, shall have 
been received ; unless for want of time or imformation it shall be 
unable to arrive at a decision, and in this case it v shall have until 
the next Annual Communication, at which time a decision shall 
be made. 

Article 6. When any difficulty shall have arisen in any 
Grand Lodge, or between a Grand Lodge and its subordinates, 
or between two or more Grand Lodges, as mentioned in Article 
2 and 3, the Grand Lodge submitting such difficulty, in manner as 
aforesaid, shall give notice to the other party or parties concerned 
therein, of its intention to submit the same to the confederacy ; 
and in case of the omission, neglect or refusal, of such other 
party or parties to supply the evidence and documents relating 
to such difficulty, in the manner prescribed m Article 1, for 
three months from the time of the service of such notice, the 
members of the confederacy may proceed in the examination 
and decision of the difficulty so submitted, upon the evidence 
and documents before them : provided, that when such difficulty 
exists between two or more Grand Lodges, the Grand Lodge or 
. Grand Lodges which shall not have first decided upon such 
gubmission, shall have three months after its next succeeding 
Annual Communication, to supply such evidence and documents 
as aforesaid. 

Article 7. From and after these Articles shall have oeen 
adopted by twenty of the Grand Lodges of the United States, 
their provisions shall be considered ratified ; and all matters 
therein contemplated for adjustment shall then and thereafter 
take the course therein prescribed. 
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Article 8. No Grand Lodge, which shall have united in this 
confederacy, in manner as aforesaid, shall withdraw therefrom 
until it shall have given twelve month’s notice to each and every 
member of the confederacy of its intention to do so. 

Article 9: These Articles may be altered, revised or 
amended, by proposition in writing, submitted by anyone Grand 
Lodge, and concurred in by two-thirds of the Grand 
Lodges in this confederacy ; and such alteration, revision, or 
amendment, shall be operative and binding upon each and every 
member of the confederacy from the time of its adoption, in the 
manner of aforesaid. 

This Convention also appointed a committee to address the 
different Grand Lodges of the United States, which your com- 
mittee deem useless to append to this Report, but will merely 
make the following extracts which is deemed sufficient to set forth 
their views. They say : 

“ One of the greatest eyils which has attended the condition 
of the Institution in this country, has been a diversity of opinion 
concerning Masonic laws and usages, and the proper jurisdiction 
and rights of the several Grand Lodges. Every disagreement 
which has occurred between any of the Grand Lodges of the 
United States, has been produced by the assertion of a right by 
one, which another has denied ; or, a claim of jurisdiction, which 
another has resisted. If thesp were uniformly understood by 
all the Grand Lodges, this chief danger of alienation of feeling 
would be removed — each moving in the Same direction, guided 
by the same landmarks, and observing the same great principles, 
it is impossible that a collision could ever result; entire harmony 
would prevail between them just as in the solar system, where 
many planets move in concord, because each moves in an assigned 
sphere. ” 

Again : — “ The scheme, in one aspect, is simply this : Upon 
any occasion of difficulty or disagreement between two or more 
Grand Lodges, the one says to the other, “ We will submit our 
matter of difference to the arbitrament of our sister Grand 
Lodges, who are our peers, and who, although disinterested, in 
our particular case, have yet the highest interest in attaining the 
great end of truth and right, and in protecting the Universal 
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interests of Masory. ” In another aspect — when any internal 
commotion may happen, the Grand Lodge, whose peace is thus 
disturbed, has the means, and is hereby invited to take counsel 
with her sister Grand Lodge. Thus simplified and considered, 
the scheme is not liable to the objections of those who entertain 
apprehensions concerning any national organization. ” 

Your committee will make no suggestions to the Grand Lodge 
upon this subject relative to the propriety of such a scheme, 
they would therefore recommend that this Grand Lodge take 
action on the same during its present session. 

The subject of non-affiliated Masons, seems to engage a great 
part of the action of the different Grand Lodges, in the U. States. 
It has long been a matter of regret to the Fraternity that such 
a thing should have been permitted to fasten itself upon us. Can 
there be an non-affiliated Mason ? just as much as a body can live 
without breath, a politician without a party, or a Christian with- 
out a church. Withdrawals from Lodges seem to be as plenty as 
u leaves in Yalambrosa’s Yale ” — and whilst this thing is permit- 
ted your Lodges will sink into insignificance and only “ glimmer 
as the things that were. ” Almost all the Grand Lodges are enter- 
ing their protest against this nondescript who, like a fungus attach 
themselves to our body, and whilst they wither and destroy us, 
make a most prominent show to the world, on every festival 
occasion— the laying of every corner stone — the funerals of 
our deceased brethren, nay, wherever and whenever there is a 
public demonstration of Masonic rites — then you will find them 
saying to the world, ive are one of them. We find the following 
resolutions were adopted by the last Grand Lodge of Indiana. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of every Mason to be a mem- 
ber of some subordinate Lodge, and obey its by-laws and regu- 
lations relative to the payment of dues and contributions to the 
charity funds. 

Resolved, That no Master Mason, who, for the period of six 
months, shall reside in the vicinity of a subordinate Lodge, and 
shall neglect to affiliate himself therewith, shall be permitted to 
visit any Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, be 
entitled to Masonic burial, or receive relief from the charity 
fund of the Order, or allowed to assist at any public ceremonies 
or processions of the Fraternity. 
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The Grand Lodge of Texas passed the following : 

Resolved, That each subordinate Lodge in this jurisdiction 
is directed and required not to admit any non-affiliating Masons 
to visit the Lodge more than once except upon the pay- 
ment of fifty cents each, before admission, and that no non-affil- 
iating Mason shall be allowed to join in any of the public cere- 
monies of the Order without the payment of the same amount 
as is exacted from a member of the Lodges as their yearly dues, 
which payment so exacted shall be for the use of the charity 
fund of the Lodges. 

Your committee will only tax this Grand Lodge with a few 
more resolutions and extracts from others, suffice it to say that 
the whole of them that have noticed this subject breathe the 
same spirit as the resolutions copied. Anderson in his ancient 
charges holds the . following : “A lodge is a place where 
Masons assemble and work ; hence that assembly, or duly or- 
ganized society of Masons, is called a Lodge ; and every brother 
ought to belong to one, and be subject to its By-Laws, and gen- 
eral regulations. It is either particular or general , and will be 
best understood by attending it, and by the regulations of the 
General or Grand Lodge hereunto annexed. In ancient times, 
no Master or Fellow could be absent from it, especially when 
warned to appear at it, without incurring a severe censure, until 
it appeared to the Master and Wardens , that pure necessity hin- 
dered him. ” 

Virginia has the= following : 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, non- 
affiliated Masons are not entitled to all the rights and benefits of 
Masonry, (unless their non-affiliation be the result of necessity,) 
and that they cannot, during their lives, nor can their families 
after their death, expect to participate equally with those wdio 
are members in good standing, of a regular Lodge. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of every Mason to become a 
member of some Lodge, if there be one in his county or corpo- 
ration, unless some controlling necessity prevent. 

The Grand Lodge of Louisiana has the following resolution : 

Resolved, That no Master Mason who shall live in the vicin- 
ity of a Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge for 
the space of one year, and is able to pay the necessarj^ and usual 
fees and contributions required by the Constitution and By-Laws 
of said Lodge, and shall fail or neglect to affiliate himself, or 
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apply to affiliate himself with such Lodge, shall be allowed to 
visit any Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, to 
assist at any of the public ceremonies and processions of the 
Order, be entitled to Masonic burial, or receive relief for himself 
or family from the Charity Fund of the Order. 

To avoid this great nuisance, beside stringent resolutions, your 
Committee would recommend to this Grand Lodge to adopt reso- 
lutions preventing withdrawals. A Mason may demit, but this 
does not signify non-affiliation, the very word implies differently, 
it means to send from, and never until new societies have sprung 
up, trying to imitate our time honored Institutions, was a with- 
drawal known. 

Another resolution of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana is, that 
“ no Mason oght to demit from a Lodge unless it be to be affili- 
ated with another Lod<ie, to assist in the formation of a new 
Lodge, or remove into another jurisdiction. And whenever a 
Mason shall demit from any Lodge under this jurisdiction for 
any other reason than the above except inability to pay his dues, 
in which casn the Lodge may continue him a member without 
payment, if it be so pleased to do, he shall not receive from said 
Lodge a certificate of good standing, and shall be deprived during 
the time he shall remain unaffillated, of the right to visit any 
Lodge under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge^ to assist at 
the public ceremonies of the Order, of the right of Masonic 
burial, and of all relief from the Charity Plmd for himself or 
family. ” Anderson in his ancient constitutions also holds that 
“no set or number of Brethren shall withdraw, or separate 
themselves from the Lodge, in which they were made, or were 
afterwards admitted members, unless the Lodge become too nu- 
merous ; nor even then, without a Dilpensati on from the Grand 
Master or Deputy ; and when thus separated, they tiiust imme- 
diately join themselves to such other Lodges, that they shall 
like best, or else obtain the Grand Master’s warrant to join in 
forming a new Lodge, to be regularly constituted in good time. 

It is evident from all the information which we could reach, 
the withdrawal from a Lodge is clearly unmasonie and was never 
known in the ancient vocabulary of the Order. A man should 
be a mason from higher grounds than a mere morbid curiosity. 
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Whenever his heart and soul is with us he will remain with us. 
How often do we find it the case when the novelty of the cere- 
monies have worn off, the nominal Mason, who takes no interest 
in that great arcanum which binds us together withdraws, and is 
only found amongst us, not to drink from the pure fountain of 
Friendship, Morality and Brotherly Love, but only to display 
to the world its mere shadow. 

Your Committee has not thought expedient to report upon 
the difficulties amongst our New York Brethren, as a special 
Committee has been appointed for that purpose. 

Your Committee in closing this imperfect Report would re- 
mark that it is a source of congratulation to see the onward pro- 
gress of our Order, but still they would impress upon the notice 
of this grand Lodge the great propriety in being particular in 
the reception of petitions for Initiation. In a great many Lodges 
(and particularly new ones) their, only object seems to be num- 
bers ; this is a crying evil, and much to be regretted. We had 
better be small in numbers — smod and true, than to increase to 
an enormous size with drones that do not understand its first 
principles, and who have no foundation vdiereon to build their 
future edifice.

The Committee on the revision of numbers of the Lodges, 
made their report, which was read and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge . 

The committee to whom was referred that portion or the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master’s Address, which referred to demised 
Lodges and vacant numbers, respectfully report, that to grant 
to a new Lodge an old vacant number., is calculated to create 
inextricable confusion. In ancient Masonry, the date of the 
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charter under which a Lodge worked was the test of its age 
or seniority, and according to that, it held precedence in rank, 
in all public processions and ceremonials of Masonry. The 
inability of a Lodge to carry its charter with it must have sug- 
gested the idea of numbering, and we find the craft in England 
and Scotland as early as 1790 adopted the system of numbering, 
as a means of furnishing evidence of the seniority of charters 
and precedence of* Lodges predicated thereon. 

The name of a Lodge can afford no such index ; therefore, it 
is the more important that the number should speak the truth, 
so that upon its annunciation every Lodge and every Mason 
may know the relative age* or date of the charter of any given 
Lodge, by comparing it with the number of any other Lodge 
within a Grand Lodge jurisdiction. 

The system of numbers it will be seen is a convenient one, 
and one that has obtained in modern times wherever Masonry 
is practiced. Your committee know of no exception to the 
rule, save in the instance of u Mother Kilwinning,” Scotland, 
and the’ exception in her behalf is but a poor compensation for 
her labors in behalf of Masonry eight hundred years. 

Your committee, further report, that whilst the number of a 
Lodge is evidence of the date of its charter, yet it is not the 
only evidence. The charter itself can be produced to prove its 
own age, and a- conflict of claims to precedence might arise 
between a new Lodge with an old number and an old Lodge 
with a newer or more recent number.. And in this way the 
Grand Lodge might be kept embroiled in endless and needless 
controversy, all of which can be avoided and justice done to 
every Lodge simply by causing the number of each Lodge to 
tell the truth as to the age of its charter. 

In the formation of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, at 
Tarborough, on the 9th of Dec., 1787, the Grand Lodge had 
this same difficulty to contend with. Each, of the Lodges in 
North Carolina held their charters either from Scotland or 
England. The Lodge at Wilmington and the Lodge at Halifax 
claim to be chartered as No. 1, whilst the Lodge at Newbern 
persisted she was entitled to No. 2. The controversy waxed 
warmer until at a meeting held in Fayetteville, 9th Dec., 1790 . 
The Grand Lodge passed the following : 
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Resolved , That the Secretary be directed to write to the diff- 
erent Lodges under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, request- 
ing them to sent} delegates to Newbern, there to meet the Grand 
Lodge on the 24th day of June next, and to forward their 
claims for precedency and to receive their charters agreeably 
thereto, and at the same time to notice them, that this is the 
last time their claims to that effect, can be received, but that 
those neglecting to take advantage of this notice must, here- 
after, take their numbers as they apply.

But it was not until 1794, that peace and harmony on this 
subject was restored. 

Your committee, further report, that when a Lodge has be- 
come dormant, it is within the power of the Grand Lodge, and 
consistent with Masonic usage, to allow the Lodge to be resus- 
citated, under, its original name and number. Anciently this 
practice did not prevail, but in modern times this seems to be 
the custom upon special cause shown, and comports with tha* 
equity and justice which always adorns and dignifies the prac- 
tices and customs of Masonry. 
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Your committee, further report, that in order to make a just, 
equitable and Masonic revision of the numbers of Lodges within 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, it will be necessary to 
correct an oversight in the Grand Lodge, at its annual commu- 
nication in 1853 ; and assign to Chalmers Lodge, No. 4, No. 
151 ; to Whitesville, No. 5, No. 152 ; to Mount Carmel, No. 6, 
No. 153; to Scotch Ireland, No. 11, No. 154; to Whitestone, 
No. 12, No. 155 ; to Rolesville, No. 14, No. 156 ; to Mount 
Pleasant Lodge, No. 20, No. 157 ; to Knap of Heeds, No. 105, 
to 158 ; and that No. 151, be taken from Rockey River and 
159 be assigned to her ; that Beaumont, No. 152, be assigned 
160 ; that Emmaus, No. 153, be assigned to 161 ; that Yakdin, 
154, be assigned to No. 162; that Mount Airy, 155, be assigned 
No. 163 ; that Deep River, 156, be assigned No. 164 ; that 
Archer, 157, be assigned No. 165 ; that St. Pauls, 158, be as- 
signed No. 166; that Winston, 159, be assigned No. 167 ; that 
Pleasant Hill, 160, be assigned No. 168 ; that Shallow Ford, 
161, be assigned No. 169 ; that Blackmer, 162, be assigned No. 
17 0, and that all the expenses necessary in making these alter- 
ations effectual in charters, seals and jewels, where necessary, 
be defrayed by this M. W. Grand Lodge, and that the charters 
be furnished when needed, as speedily as possible, with former 
dates, that these alterations take effect from this time, and that 
the Lodges be numbered in the printed proceedings and roll of 
Lodges as designated in this report, and that those Lodges be 
considered in existence under their existing charters till new 
ones are furnished them with their proper numbers, if necessary, 
but whenever the new numbers can be inserted in the present 
charters, that the Master of each Lodge be authorized and in- 
structed to fill up the number in accordance with that assigned 
them in this report.

The report on Propositions and Grievances was submitted, 
read and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Commitee on Propositions and Grievances beg leave to 
report : 

That they have examined the cases of Bros. Charles W. Me- 
Anally and J. F. Riddick, expelled by Germanton Lodge, No. 
116. We find that the proceedings are irregular and informal, 
that the charge is too indefinitely set forth — that the evidence 
against them does not accompany the transcript — and that the 
proceedings are not certified under the seal of the Lodge. We 
therefore recommend that both these cases be referred back to 
their proper Lodges, for further action. 

In the case of C. J. Byrd, indefinitely suspended by Black 
Rock Lodge, No. 185, the committee find the proceedings all 
regular ; and recommend that the action of the Lodge be sus- 
tained. The Committee, however, cannot refrain expressing 
their astonishment, that the Lodge did not expel, instead of 
suspend C. J. Byrd — the charge being that of “ tying and 
whipping his wife on her bare back.” 

In the cases of T. B. Haskill and R. M. Allen, suspended 
from Pee Dee Lodge, No. 150, the proceedings are irregular and 
informal ; and the Committee therefore recommend that they be 
referred back to the Lodge for further action. 

In the case of Hand James, expelled from Fulton Lodge, No. 
99, the proceedings are formal and regular ; and we are of 
opinion should be confirmed. 

In the case of A. H. McRee, from Catawba Valley Lodge, 
No. 100, it is recommended that the proceedings be confirmed. 
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In the case of A. Thomasson, suspended by Black Rock 
Lodge, No. 135, we are of opinion that the proceedings be con- 
firmed. 

In the case of Wm. E. Booe, expelled from Mo cksville Lodge, 
No. 134, we recommend that the decision be reversed, for the 
reason that the first charge is light and trivial, and the second 
specification is too general and indefinite ; we recommend that 
he be restored. 

In the case of Howell Gilliam, expelled from Chalmers Lodge, 
No. 4, the proceedings are somewhat irregular and informal : 
but the Cbmmittee, in consequence of the aggravated nature of 
the charge, recommend that they be confirmed. 

In the case of S. D. Schoolfield, expelled from Eagle Lodge, 
No. 71, the Committee recommend that the proceedings be 
confirmed ; although they are a little irregular and informal. 

In the case of John Pace, expelled. from Clinton Lodge, No. 
124, we are of opinion that, although the proceedings are reg- 
ular and formal, that the decision should be reversed, for the 
reason that the evidence reported in the transcript does not 
sustain the charges preferred ; we, therefore, recommend that 
he be restored. 

In the case of Henry Bunn, indefinitely suspended by Wayne 
Lodge, No. 112, we recommend that the proceedings be con- 
firmed. 

In the case of James A. Turner expelled from Alamance 
Lodge, No. 133, we recommend that the same be confirmed. 

In conclusion, your Committee, would particularly call the 
attention of the Subordinate Lodges to the mode of trial of 
members when charges are preferred against them' prescribed 
by the Constitution and By-Laws of the Grand Lodge, and 
also to the mode in which their proceedings in such cases are 
to be sent up to the Grand Lodge. By strict attention to this 
matter very many difficulties would be obviated and much con- 
fusion avoided. 

In view of the fact, that so many informalities and irregu- 
larities occur in Masonic trials and the return of the proceed- 
ings to the Grand Lodge, your Committee would respectfully 
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recommend the printing of one thousand copies of the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws of the Grand Lodge, including the forms 
nf Masonic trials as prescribed by the Grand Lodge, to be 
distributed among the subordinate Lodges. All of which is 
respectfully submitted, Dec., 5th, 1855.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Master , Officers and Brethren 
of the, Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Committee on Education ask leave to report : That 
notwithstanding the members of the Grand L'odge have been 
called on for information, they regret to state that but two im- 
perfect reports have been laid before them in reference to the 
schools under the government of subordinate Lodges. 

The representatives from Pleasant Hill Lodge, No. 160, re- 
port that the building of Pleasant Hill Institute, is valued at 
$800, and that the Institution is supplied with' one tekcher and 
twenty pupils. 

The representatives of Germanton Lodge, No. 116, report 
that the Masonic Institute is in a flourishing condition, that the 
building is commodious, and well adapted for College purposes, 
and is valued at $4,500 ; the apparatus is valued at $700. The 
library numbers 2,000 volumes, and the cabinet of minerals 
and fossils, contains about 1000 specimens. The Institution is 
supplied with three experienced and competent teachers, and 
there are now in attendance about 80 students. 

The Masonic Institute, was by special resolution of the Grand 
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Lodge, in 1853, congraulated on the eminent success that had 
attended its operations, and most cordially commended to the 
patronage of the fraternity througout the State. 

Your Committee, take pleasure in again presenting this school 
ns one of high grade and worthy the approbation and patron- 
age of the brethren, and commend the example of Germanton 
and Pleasant. Hill Lodges, in establishing such schools, to the 
imitation of every subordinate Lodge in the State. From the 
number of schools reported, we have reason to fear that there 
is not that degree of interest felt by the subordinate Lodges, 
on the subject of Education that its importance demands. But, 
believing that there are other schools in the State which have 
not been repeated in consequence of the oversight of the subor- 
dinate Lodges under whose jurisdiction these schools are estab- 
lished, your Committee, in conclusion, would earnestly solicit the 
representatives of the several Lodges, to prepare and send up 
to the Grand Lodge at its next annual communication, such 
statistics in reference to such schools as will 'enable a subse- 
quent Committee to report more satisfactorily on this important 
subject. WM. K. BLAKE, Qlimn . 

The Committee on that portion of the Grand Master’s Com- 
munication, in relation to Saint John’s College, made their 
report, which was adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Your Committee who were appointed on that part of the 
Most Worshipful Grand Master’s! Report, alluding to St. John’s 
College, would most respectfully state, that they have had the 
same under consideration, together with the reports of the Pres- 
ident and Treasurer of the Board of Trustees, setting forth 
facts iii regard to the progress and financial condition ; all of 
which we find highly satisfactory. 

Of the truly charitable object of the institution, all the 
brothers of the Grand Lodge, we presume, are familiar., And 
it is to be hoped, that so noble and glorious an enterprise will 
still continue to receive the hearty co-operation of all true and 
devoted Masons throughout the State. 

Your Committee are also extremely gratified to learn (through

the Grand Master’s Report) that the Grand Chapter of the 
State of North Carolina, has concluded to unite with you in: 
this great enterprise, and has adopted a resolution giving her 
annual surplus to that purpose. We would also call the atten- 
tion of all Masters of Subordinate Lodges to the Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge, 1854, page 87, Sec. 4, and again remind 
them of their appointment as .a gents for St. John’s College, and 
solicit their zeal in this important worjk. Also to take measures 
to collect and forward to the Grand Treasurer, or Treasurer of 
St. John’s College, all arrears of subscription of their several 
Lodges in order that the work in hand may be advanced as 
speedily as possible. Your Committee would again appeal to 
those Trustees (who live ad a distance from the College) to attend 
more punctually the meetings of the Board ; and by their coun- 
sel and encouragement, strengthen those upon whom the burden 
has heretofore fallen. 

We would further recommend, that together with the plans 
proposed by your Committee at the last annual Communication' 
for raising funds for said College, (to- wit, scholarship plan,) 
that the President of the Board of Trustees be instructed to 
procure from one to three thousand lithograph prints of the Col- 
lege building, with blank certificates attached thereto, and dis- 
tribute the same among the several agents of the College, with 
the instructions to fill one of the same for each contributor of 
$5 and upwards, as a memorial of his contribution. 

We learn a report has been circulated among some of the sub- 
ordinate Lodges, that St. John’s College is to he a favored Insti- 
tution for the few, where wealth and station alone will flourish. 
Your Committee feel it to .be their duty, to correct tins mistake, 
by stating that the main object in the construction of the College 
was for the education of the children of indigent and deceased 
Brother Masons. 

Finally,, your Committee would recommend that Bro. May- 
nard be* continued agent, and that two or more efficient agents 
be appointed, as we think it is from this source you may well 
expect their material aid.
